At school the child 
learns to read lips and to use sign lan- 
guage, but no stress is placed on the 
speaking voice. Back home he finds 
that his parents cannot understand 
him. Later on in life he feels he does 
not belong with normal people.

STATE OF THE NATION 


NOW, WHEN IT IS GOOD, WE SHOULD PREPARE TO GIVE SHAPE TO GREAT CHANGES AHEAD 


Since the Italian elections and the launch- 
ing of ECA have put the Kremlin on the defen- 
sive for the time being, the international ques- 
tion mark has hopped from Moscow to Wash- 
ington, from “What is Stalin plotting?” to 
“How is America doing?” This change of venue 
ought to carry a shift from fear to hope. Yet 
many Europeans, schooled in apprehension, 
continue to take the dark view. That tense 
spokesman of the Zeitgeist, Arthur Koestler, 
who places on America his bet for survival, has 
misgivings about what he terms our tendency 
to wobble between “appeasement” and “war 
hysteria” (Lire, May 3). Some American intel- 
lectuals show even less confidence in the U.S. 

Koestler himself makes a useful distinction 
between short-term and long-term problems. 
The latter, which involve the health of the 
American soul, are the harder to prognosticate. 
So let us attempt an estimate of our short- 
term situation, which involves the health of 
our economy, our political system and our na- 
tional mood in the face of visible challenges. 
‘As of May 1948 how is America doing? 


State of Business 


The behavior of the U.S. economy has been 
frustrating its own bears for two whole years. 
This in spite of the fact that the bears have 
changed their tune several times. First they 
predicted six million unemployed within six 
months after V-J Day. When this failed to hap- 
pen they warned of inflation, then of “soft 
spots” and a recession and now of inflation 
again. Among government economists, where 
bearishness is perhaps a virtue, the rule seems 
to be “When in doubt, warn.” For the only 
certainty revealed in all their statistical crys- 
tal balls is still—uncertainty. The fact is that 
our economy has gone crashing through all the 
hazards they foresaw. We have had inflation 
—plenty, and perhaps more to come. We have 
had “soft spots” and a break in commodity 
prices, Even so we have made records in produc- 
tion, income, retail sales and corporate profits 
and maintained super-full employment. 

The chances for a runaway boom-and-bust 
are just about what they were a year ago, nei- 
ther more nor less. On the one hand the passage 
of ECA, plus a tax cut, plus the upcoming re- 
armament appropriation, keeps the inflation- 
ary signals flying. On the other hand the com- 
modity market break in February (to quote 
the President’s Council of Economic Advis- 
ers) “induced a desirable degree of caution in 
the business world.” This caution was dis- 
played by U.S. Steel which, reversing its pre- 
vious policy, recently followed the example of 
General Electric with a voluntary price cut. 

‘There are strikes, shortages and shady areas 
in the U.S. economy, and there will be more. 
Yet after two years behind this lumbering loco- 
motive on this rocky roadbed, one can surely 
lay a bet against its jumping the track. 

Most significantly we broke economic rec- 
ords and stayed on the track with a decreas- 
ing minimum of government controls. Mr. 
Truman still makes speeches for elaborate 

rrice-and-wage controls which a Republican 

gress denied him last year, but nobody 
listens any more. The Democrats hoped high 
prices would be the big campaign issue, but 
the Republicans’ greater confidence in the 
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free market system has so far been paying off 
in political dividends. The polls find Mr, Tru. 
man nudging his lowest rating; people do not 
give the President credit for this boom. This 
means that he probably cannot be’ reelected, 
that the Republican majority in Congress will 
remain on the offensive and that no govern- 
ment controls will be reimposed at this stage. 
Even the tax cut, boldly engineered by Re- 
publicans, need occasion no guilty feeling to 
the taxpayers who found the first instalment 
of this present in their pay envelopes May 1. 
We have the tax cut and we will pay off $4 bil- 
lion of the national debt at the end of fiscal °48. 
We have been very lucky in many particu- 
lars, most notably in the present outlook for 
another bumper grain crop, the seventh in a 
row so nearly miraculous that farmers have 
their fingers crossed for 1949. But luck aside 
we have also found reason for new confidence 
in the economic system that is natural to us. 
All this, of course, could be changed over- 
night by war. To admit the possibility of war, 
however, is not “war hysteria.” A good test 
of how the U.S. political system is working is 
to see how it has handled this dread possibil- 
ity. Congress, which represents the American 
people, and the Administration, which is sup- 
posed to lead them, are of hostile parties in 
an election year. Yet they have collaborated 
on a policy that keeps that grisliest of un- 
knowns, war, in a sane middle-distance per- 
spective. To forestall war, Congress passed 
ECA. To fight it if necessary, Congress took 
the lead in practical rearmament. Meanwhile 
business as usual, full steam ahead. If that is 
“appeasement,” so is spring plowing. If it is 
“hysterical,” so is Joe Louis. 
in short the U.S. political and economic 
system is in unusually good shape. We have 
handled the worst of our current problems, 
including (pro tem) the cold war. The popular 
mood is on the whole rational, alert and pre- 
pared for good news—or bad. Americans are 
therefore in a good position to take on some- 
thing new, perhaps even hungry for it. 
Walter Lippmann put it well the other day: 
“Free and civilized men cannot quiver and 
quake forever about Communism. ... They 
need also great constructive ideas and projects 
which enlist their energies and give meaning 
to their lives.” 


What Projects? 
It may be argued that in this department 


of “great ideas and projects” Americans are 
also on the ball. ECA itself is surely a great 
project. Behind its purpose of stemming Com- 
munism is the self-justifying creative idea of 
building European unity, a purpose which 
Congress wrote into the act as clearly as di- 
plomacy allowed. Also the U.S. proposal for 
the international control of atomic energy, 
though frustrated by Russia, was surely a 
statesmanlike response to the atomic challenge. 
We have done our share to give meaning to 
the U.N. by creating the Little Assembly, and 
there is now serious talk, in and around the 
Senate, of schemes for strengthening U.N. 

At a more utopian level Americans are also 
active. A city-planner named T. B, Augur has 
just figured out a way to make our cities 14 
times less vulnerable to atomic bombs by dis- 


persing them—at no greater cost (the Ameri- 
can touch) than we spend on new construction 
now. Farther north on the utopian spectrum 
dedicated youths of the World Federalist 
movement are enthusiastically preaching the 
gospel of world government, while equally ded- 
icated professors at the University of Chicago 
have ended two years of hard work on a draft 
world constitution. They produced a beauty, 
reading of which can give younger enthusiasts 
something to sober up on without becoming 
eynics. And Clarence Streit continues to pro- 
mote his own panacea, Federal Union of the 
“mature democracies,” with arguments that 
bring it ever closer to the edge of realism, Per- 
haps none of these ideas bears the specific im- 
print of our national destiny. But there is no 
shortage of large ideas in the U.S.—on paper. 


Toward Integration 


What is needed, and badly needed, is a great 
and constructive idea which can come off pa- 
per. Our mood is ripe for great change, and the 
state of the world Seman it. In the interna- 
tional fog Lippmann sees patterns that mark 
the breakdown of national states. Great Brit- 
ain, drawn equally to her empire and to Eu- 
rope’s Western Union, faces a dilemma that 
only a larger synthesis, perhaps an Atlantic po- 
litical community, can solve. We are involved 
because, although we did not ask for the break- 
ing of nations, our purpose will influence how 
they are reassembled. As Brazil’s Oswaldo 
Aranha said at Cleveland last year, “The peo- 
ple that disintegrated the atom has now the 
mission of integrating humanity.” We are 
called on to decide how we would reshape the 
world nearer to our heart's desire, 

Must we wait until the solution is forced 
upon us? Can we not for once be a bit ahead 
of the game? There is a rather cynical theory 
(sometimes called ‘Thank God for Stalin’) 
that America never does what she can and 
should do until events put a pistol at her head. 
But history need not work that way. Coolidge 
could have solved the war-debts problem. 
Hoover could have vetoed the Smoot-Hawley 
Act. Had F.D.R. not fallen into the slippery

War the manent we hee nothing to be afraid 
of. There is no pistol at our heads. This happy 
freedom of choice will not long be ours. It is 
time for our statesmen to take a long view of 
the future, to make large plans for America’s 
role, to be unafraid of great changes, indeed, 
to give them shape.

THE GATHERING STORM: PART IV 


The war at sea begins violently . . . President Roosevelt sends 
an encouraging letter to the First Lord of the Admiralty ... 


The elusive “Graf Spee” is finally tracked down and cornered

'HE war at sea began from the first hour with full intensity, 
and the Admiralty therefore became the active centre of 
events, On September 3, 1939, all our ships were sailing 
about the world on their normal business. Suddenly they 
were set upon by U-boats carefully posted beforehand, especially in 
the Western Approaches. At 9 p.m. that very night the outward- 


bound passenger liner Athenia of 13,500 tons was torpedoed, and 


foundered with a loss ofa hundred and twelve lives, including twenty- 


eight American citizens. This outrage 
broke upon the world within a few 
hours. The German Government, to 
prevent any misunderstanding in the 
United States, immediately issued a 
statement that I personally had ordered 
a bomb to be placed on board this ves- 
sel in order by its destruction to preju- 
dice German-American relations. This 
falsehood received some credence in 
unfriendly quarters. 

We adopted convoy in the North 
Atlantic forthwith. Besides protecting 
our own shipping, we had to drive Ger- 
man commerce off the seas and stop all 
imports into Germany. Blockade was 
enforced with full rigour. Enemy ship- 
ping, as in 1914, virtually vanished 
almost at once from the high seas. 

Upon all the vital need of feeding 
the Island and developing our power 
to wage war there now at once fell the 
numbing loss of the Southern Irish 
ports, This imposed a grievous restric- 
tion on the radius of action of our 
already scarce destroyers: 


“First Sea Lord and Others. 5.1X.39. 
“A special report should be drawn

cerned and sent to the First Lord through the First Sea Lord and 
the Naval Staff upon the questions arising from the so-called neu- 
trality of the so-called Eire.... The Board must realise that ... the 
question of Eirish neutrality raises political issues which have not 
yet been faced, and which the First Lord is not certain he can solve. 
But the full case must be made for consideration.” 


After the institution of the Convoy System, the next vital naval 


need was a safe base for the Fleet. At 
To p.m. on September 5 I held a 
lengthy conference on this. It recalled 
many old memories. In a war with Ger- 
many, Scapa Flow is the true strategic 
point from which the British Navy can 
control the exits from the North Sea 
and enforce Blockade. 

‘There were now two dangers to be 
considered: the first, the old one of 
submarine incursion; the second, the 
new one of the air. I felt it my duty to 
visit Scapa at the earliest moment. I 
had not met the Commander-in-Chief, 
Sir Charles Forbes, since 1938. I there- 
fore obtained leave from our daily Cab- 
inets, and started for Wick with a small 
personal staff on the night of Septem- 
ber 14. I stayed with the Commander- 
in-Chief in his flagship, Nelson, and 
discussed not only Scapa but the whole 
naval problem with him and his prin- 
cipal officers. The rest of the Fleet was 
hiding in Loch Ewe, and on the 17th 
the Admiral took me to them in the 
Nelson. 

Tt was like the others a lovely day. 
All went well, and in the evening we 
anchored in Loch Ewe, where the four 
or five other great ships of the Home 
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Fleet were assembled. On every side rose the purple hills of Scotland 
in all their splendour. My thoughts went back a quarter of a century 
to that other September when I had last visited Sir John Jellicoe and 
his Captains in this very bay, and had found them with their long 
lines of battleships and cruisers drawn out at anchor, a prey to the 
same uncertainties as now afflicted us. Most of the captains and ad- 
mirals of those days were dead, or had long passed into retirement. 
The responsible senior officers who were now presented to me as I 
visited the various ships had been young lieutenants or even mid- 
shipmen in those far-off days. Before the former war I had had three 
years’ preparation in which to make the acquaintance and approve 
the appointments of most of the high personnel, but now all these 
were new figures and new faces. The perfect discipline, style and 
bearing, the ceremonial routine—all were unchanged. But an en- 
tirely different generation filled the uniforms and the posts. Only the 
ships had most of them been laid down in my tenure. None of them 
was new. It was a strange experience, like suddenly resuming a pre- 
vious incarnation. 


Oppressive memories 


T seemed that I was all that survived in the same position I had 
held so long ago. But no; the dangers had survived too. Danger 

from beneath the waves, more serious with more powerful U- 
boats; danger from the air, not merely of being spotted in your hid- 
ing-place, but of heavy and perhaps destructive attack! 

1 felt oddly oppressed with my memories. 


“For God’s sake, let us sit upon the ground 
And tell sad stories of the death of kings.” 


No one had ever been over the same terrible course twice with 
such an interval between. No one had felt its dangers and responsi- 
bilities from the summit as I had or, to descend to a small point, un- 
derstood how First Lords of the Admiralty are treated when great 
ships are sunk and things go wrong. If we were in fact going over the 
same cycle a second time, should I have once again to endure the 
pangs of dismissal? Fisher, Wilson, Battenberg, Jellicoe, Beatty, 
Pakenham, Sturdee, all gone! Somehow the light faded out of the 
landscape. 

We joined our train at Inverness and travelled through the after- 
noon and night to London. As we got out at Euston the next morn- 
ing I was surprised to see the First Sea Lord on the platform. Ad- 
miral Pound’s look was grave. “I have bad news for you, First Lord. 
‘The Courageous was sunk yesterday evening in the Bristol Channel.” 
The Courageous was one of our oldest aircraft-carriers, but a very 
necessary ship at this time. I thanked him for coming to break it to 
me himself, and said, “We can’t expect to carry on a war like this 
without these sort of things happening from time to time. I have 
seen lots of it before.” And so to bath and the toil of another day. 

In September, I was delighted to receive a personal letter from 
President Roosevelt. I had only met him once in the previous war. 
It was at a dinner at Gray’s Inn, and I had been struck by his mag- 
nificent presence in all his youth and strength. 


“President Roosevelt to Mr. Churchill. 11.1X.39. 

“Jt is because you and I occupied similar positions in the World 
War that I want you to know how glad I am that you are back again 
in the Admiralty. ... What I want you and the Prime Minister to 
know is that I shall at all times welcome it, if you will keep me in 
touch personally with anything you want me to know about. You 
can always send sealed letters through your pouch or my pouch. 

“I am glad you did the Marlborough volumes before this thing 
started—and I much enjoyed reading them.” 


I responded with alacrity, using the signature of “Naval Person,” 
and thus began that long and memorable correspondence—covering 
perhaps a thousand communications on each side, and lasting till 
his death more than five years later. 


PART from myself all the other Ministers had directed our 
affairs for a good many recent years or were involved in the 
situation we now had to face both in diplomacy and war. I 

had not held public office for eleven years. I had therefore no re- 
sponsibility for the past or for any want of preparation now appar- 
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ent. On the contrary, I had for the last six or seven years been a 
continual prophet of evils which had now in large measure come to 
pass. Thus, armed as I now was with the mighty machine of the 
Navy, on which fell in this phase the sole burden of active fighting, 
I did not feel myself at any disadvantage, and had I done so, it 
would have been removed by the courtesy and loyalty of the Prime 
Minister and his colleagues. Although the Prime Minister was my 
senior by some years in age, I was almost the only antediluvian. This 
might well have been a matter of reproach in a time of crisis, when 
it was natural and popular to demand the force of young men and 
new ideas. I saw therefore that I should have to strive my utmost to 


In the fall of 1939 the situation on the Western Front could be summa- 
tized in the words of a French communiqué: “Activity: nil.” Soldiers 
had to fear boredom and, most of all, discomfort, which one French 
machine gunner (above) averted by bringing a chair to his guard post. 
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keep pace with the generation now in power and with fresh young 
giants who might at any time appear. In this I relied upon knowl- 
edge as well as upon all possible zeal and mental energy. 

For this purpose I had recourse to a method of life which had 
been forced upon me at the Admiralty in 1914 and 1915, and which I 
found greatly extended my daily capacity for work. I always went to 
bed at least for one hour as early as possible in the afternoon and 
exploited to the full my happy gift of falling almost immediately into 
deep sleep. I regretted having to send myself to bed like a child every 
afternoon, but I was rewarded by being able to work through the 
night until two or even later—sometimes much later—in the morn- 
ing, and begin the new day between eight and nine o’clock. This 
routine I observed throughout the war, and I commend it to others 
if and when they find it necessary for a long spell to get the last 
scrap out of the human structure. 

The First Sea Lord, Admiral Pound, as soon as he had realised 
my technique, adopted it himself, except that he did not actually go 
to bed but dozed off in his arm-chair. He even carried the policy so 
far as often to go to sleep during the Cabinet meetings. One word 
about the Navy was however sufficient to awaken him to the fullest 
activity. Nothing slipped past his vigilant ear, or his comprehend- 
ing mind. 


were witnessing the swift and almost mechanical destruc- 

tion of a weaker State according to Hitler’s method and 

long design. Poland was open to German invasion on three 

sides. The German armies were unleashed on September 1, and 
ahead of them his Air Force struck the Polish squadrons on their air- 
fields. In two days the Polish air power was virtually annihilated. 
Within a week the German armies had bitten deep into Poland. 
Resistance everywhere was brave but vain. The second week was 
marked by bitter fighting and by its end the Polish Army, nominal- 


ly of about two million men, ceased to exist as an organised force. 

It was now the turn of the Soviets. What they now call “Democ- 
racy” came into action. On September 17 the Russian armies 
swarmed across the almost undefended Polish eastern frontier and 
rolled westward on a broad front. On the 18th they occupied Vilna, 
and met their German collaborators at Brest-Litovsk. 

In one month all was over, and a nation of thirty-five millions fell 
into the merciless grip of those who sought not only conquest, but 
enslavement and indeed extinction for vast numbers. We had seen a 
perfect specimen of the modern Blitzkrieg; the close inter-action 
on the battlefield of army and air force; the violent bombardment of

As his forces invaded Poland for the month-long blitz which destroyed 
the Polish army, Adolf Hitler proclaimed himself Germany's “First 
Soldier” and took off for the Eastern Front, Here he inspects his victo- 
rious troops and indulges an ex-corporal’s taste for martial exhibitions, 


all communications and of any town that seemed an attractive tar- 
get; the arming of an active Fifth Column; the free use of spies and 
parachutists; and above all the irresistible forward thrusts of great 
masses of armour. The Poles were not to be the last to endure this 
ordeal. 

Hitler took advantage of his successes to propose his Peace Plan to 
the Allies. He had no wish at this stage to continue a war with France 
and Britain. He felt sure His Majesty’s Government would be very 
glad to accept the decision reached by him in Poland, and that a 
peace offer would enable Mr. Chamberlain and his old colleagues, 
having vindicated their honour by a declaration of war, to get out of 
the scrape into which they had been forced by the warmongering 
elements in Parliament. It never occurred to him for a moment that 
Mr. Chamberlain and the rest of the British Empire and Com- 
monwealth of Nations now meant to have his blood or perish in the 
attempt.

enigma; but perhaps there is a key. That key is Russian national 
interest.

That would be contrary 
to the historic life-interests of Russia.” 

The next step taken by Russia after partitioning Poland with Ger- 
many was to make three “Mutual Assistance Pacts” with Esthonia, 
Latvia and Lithuania. These Baltic States were the most vehemently 
anti-Bolshevist regions in Europe. They had all broken themselves 
free from the Soviet Government in the civil war of 1918 and 1920,

and had built up, in the harsh manner in which revolutions are con- 
ducted in those regions, a type of society and government of which 
the main principle was hostility to Communism and to Russia. The 
Germans had been content to throw them into their Russian deal, 
and the Soviet Government now advanced with pent-up hate and 
eager appetite upon their prey. A ferocious liquidation of all anti- 
Communist and anti-Russian elements was carried through by the 
usual methods. Great numbers of people who for twenty years had 
lived in freedom in their native land and had represented the domi- 
nant majority of its people disappeared. A large proportion of these 
were transported to Siberia. The rest went farther. This process was 
described as “Mutual Assistance Pacts.” 


The sinking of the “Royal Oak" 


N the autumn of 1914, a wave of uneasiness had swept the Grand 
] Fleet. The idea had got round: “the German submarines were 
coming after them into the harbours.” Nobody at the Admiralty 
then believed that it was possible to take a submarine, submerged, 
through the intricate and swirling channels by which the great lake 
of Scapa can alone be entered. But a mood of doubt spread through 
the mighty array of perhaps a hundred large vessels which in those 
days composed the Grand Fleet. On two or three occasions, notably 
on October 17, 1914, the alarm was given that there was a U-boat 
inside the anchorage. Guns were fired, destroyers thrashed the 
waters, and the whole gigantic armada put to sea in haste and 
dudgeon. In the final result the Admiralty were proved right. No 
German submarine in that war ever overcame the terrors of the 
passage. 

Now, after exactly a quarter of a century almost to a day, at 1.30 
a.m. on October 14, 1939, a German U-boat braved the tides and 
currents, penetrated our defences, and sank the battleship Royal Oak 
as she lay at anchor. At first, out of a salvo of torpedoes, only one hit 
the bow and caused a muffled explosion. So incredible was it to the 
Admiral and Captain on board that a torpedo could have struck 
them, safe in Scapa Flow, that they attributed the explosion to some 
internal cause. Twenty minutes passed before the U-boat, for such 
she was, had reloaded her tubes and fired a second salvo. Then three 
or four torpedoes striking in quick succession ripped the bottom 
out of the ship. In less than two minutes, she capsized and sank, 
Most of the men were at action stations, but the rate at which the 
ship turned over made it almost impossible for anyone below to 
escape. 

An account based on a German report written at the time may be 
recorded: “At o1.30 on October 14, 1939, H.M.S. Royal Oak, lying 
at anchor in Scapa Flow, was torpedoed by U-47 (Lieutenant Prien). 
The operation had been carefully planned by Admiral Doenitz him- 
self, the Flag Officer (Submarines). Prien left Kiel on October 8, a 
clear bright autumn day, and passed through Kiel Canal—course 
N.N.W., Scapa Flow. On October 13, at 4 a.m., the boat was lying 
off the Orkneys. At 7 p.m.—Surface; a fresh breeze blowing, noth- 
ing in sight; looming in the half darkness the line of the distant coast; 
long streamers of Northern Lights flashing blue wisps across the 
sky. Course West. The boat crept steadily closer to Holm Sound, 
the eastern approach to Scapa Flow. A narrow passage lay open 
between two sunken ships. With great skill Prien steered through 
the swirling waters. The shore was close. A man on a bicycle could be 
seen going home along the coast road. Then suddenly the whole bay 
opened out. Kirk Sound was passed. They were in. There under the 
land to the North could be seen the great shadow of a battleship ly- 
ing on the water, with the great mast rising above it like a piece of 
filigree on a black cloth. Near, nearer—all tubes clear—no alarm, no 
sound but the lap of the water, the low hiss of air pressure and the 
sharp click of a tube lever. Los! (Fire)—five seconds—ten seconds— 
twenty seconds. Then came a shattering explosion, and a great pillar 
of water rose in the darkness. Prien waited some minutes to fire an- 
other salvo. Tubes ready. Fire. The torpedoes hit amidships, and 
there followed a series of crashing explosions. H.M.S. Royal Oak 
sank, with the loss of 786 officers and men, including Rear-Admiral 
HLE.C. Blagrove (Rear-Admiral Second Battle Squadron). U-47 
crept quietly away back through the gap. A blockship arrived twenty- 
four hours later.”

part of the German U-boat commander, gave a shock to public 
opinion. It might well have been politically fatal to any Minister 
who had been responsible for the pre-war precautions. Being a new- 
comer I was immune from such reproaches in these early months, 
and moreover, the Opposition did not attempt to make capital out ot 
the misfortune, 

On Friday, November 13, my relations with Mr. Chamberlain 
had so far ripened that he and Mrs. Chamberlain came to dine with 
us at Admiralty House, where we had a comfortable flat in the attics. 
We were a party of four. Although we had been colleagues under 
Mr. Baldwin for five years, my wife and I had never met the Cham- 
berlains in such circumstances before. By happy chance I turned the 
conversation on to his life in the Bahamas, and I was delighted to 
find my guest expand in personal reminiscence to a degree I had not 
noticed before. He told us the whole story, of which I knew only the 
barest outline, of his six years’ struggle to grow sisal on a barren 
West Indian islet near Nassau. 

His father, the great “Joe,” was firmly convinced that here was an 
opportunity at once to develop an Empire industry and fortify the 
family fortunes. His father and Austen had summoned him in 1890 
from Birmingham to Canada, where they had long examined the 
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project. About forty miles from Nassau in the Caribbean Gulf there 
‘was a small desert island, almost uninhabited, where the soil was re~ 
ported suitable for growing sisal. After careful reconnaissance by his 
two sons, Mr. Joseph Chamberlain had acquired a tract on the is- 
land of Andros and assigned the capital required to develop it. All 
that remained was to grow the sisal. Austen was dedicated to the 
House of Commons, The task therefore fell to Neville. 

Not only in filial duty but with conviction and alacrity he obeyed, 
and the next six years of his life were spent in trying to grow sisal 
in this lonely spot, swept by hurricanes from time to time, living 
nearly naked, struggling with labour difficulties and every other 
kind of obstacle, and with the town of Nassau as the only gleam of 
civilisation. He had insisted, he told us, on three months’ leave in 
England each year. He built a small harbour and landing-stage and a 
short railroad or tramway. He used all the processes of fertilisation 
which were judged suitable to the soil, and generally led a complete- 
ly primitive open-air existence.

England’s greatest admiral was Horatio, Viscount Nelson, who 
lost his right eye at Calvi, his right arm at Santa Cruz, his life at

Attheend of six years he was convinced 
that the plan could not succeed. He came home and faced his 
formidable parent, who was by no means contented with the result. 
I gathered that in the family the feeling was that though they loved 
him dearly they were sorry to have lost £50,000. 

I was fascinated by the way Mr. Chamberlain warmed as he 
talked, and by the tale itself, which was one of gallant endeavour.

During dinner the war went on and things happened. With the 
soup an officer came up from the War Room below to report that 
a U-boat had been sunk. With the sweet he came again and re- 
ported that a second U-boat had been sunk; and just before the 
ladies left the dining-room he came a third time reporting that a 
third U-boat had been sunk. Nothing like this had ever happened 
before in a single day, and it was more than a year before such a 
record was repeated. As the ladies left us, Mrs. Chamberlain, with 
a naive and charming glance, said to me, “Did you arrange all this 
on purpose?” I assured her that if she would come again we would 
produce a similar result.* 


The magnetic mine 


RESENTLY a new and formidable danger threatened our 
P life. During September and October nearly a dozen merchant 

ships were sunk at the entrance of our harbours, although 
these had been properly swept for mines. The Admiralty at once 
suspected that a magnetic mine had been used. This was no 
novelty to us; we had even begun to use it on a small scale at the 
end of the previous war. 

One night when I was at Chartwell Admiral Pound came down 
to see me in serious anxiety. Six ships had been sunk in the ap- 
proaches to the Thames. Every day hundreds of ships went in and 
out of British harbours, and our survival depended on their move- 
ment. Hitler’s experts may well have told him that this form of 
attack would compass our ruin. Luckily he began on a small 
scale, and with limited stocks and manufacturing capacity. 

Fortune also favoured us more directly. On November 22 be- 
tween 9 and ro p.m. a German aircraft was observed to drop a 
large object attached to a parachute into the sea near Shoebury- 
ness. The coast here is girdled with great areas of mud which 
uncover with the tide, and it was immediately obvious that what- 
ever the object was it could be examined and possibly recovered at 
low water. Here was our golden opportunity. Before midnight 
that same night two highly skilled officers, Lt.-Commanders 
Ouvry and Lewis from H.M.S. Vernon, the naval establishment 
responsible for developing underwater weapons, were called to 
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*Alas, these hopeful reports are not confirmed by the post-war analysis. 
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the Admiralty, where the First Sea Lord and I interviewed them 
and heard their plans. By 1.30 in the morning they were on their 
way by car to Southend to undertake the hazardous task of re- 
covery. Before daylight on the 23rd, in pitch darkness, aided only 
by a signal lamp, they found the mine some 500 yards below high 
water mark, but as the tide was then rising they could only in- 
spect it and make their preparations for attacking it after the next 
high water. 

The critical operation began early in the afternoon, by which 
time it had been discovered that a second mine was also on the 
mud near the first. Ouvry with Chief Petty Officer Baldwin 
tackled the first, whilst their colleagues, Lewis and Able Seaman 
Vearncombe, waited at a safe distance in case of accidents. 
After each prearranged operation Ouvry would signal to Lewis, so 
that the knowledge gained would be available when the second. 
mine came to be dismantled. Eventually the combined efforts of 
all four men were required on the first, and their skill and devo- 
tion were amply rewarded. That evening Ouvry and his party 
came to the Admiralty to report that the mine had been recovered. 
intact and was on its way to Portsmouth for detailed examination. 
I received them with enthusiasm. I gathered together eighty or a 
hundred officers and officials in our largest room, and made 
Ouvry tell his tale to a thrilled audience, deeply conscious of all 
that was at stake. From this moment the whole position was 
transformed. 

The whole power and science of the Navy were now applied; 
and it was not long before trial and experiment began to yield 
practical results. We worked all ways at once, devising first active 
means of attacking the mine by new methods of minesweeping 
and fuze-provocation; and secondly, passive means of defence for 
all ships against possible mines in unswept, or ineffectually swept, 
channels. For this second purpose a most effective system of de- 
magnetising ships by girdling them with an electric cable was de- 
veloped. This was called “‘degaussing,” and was at once applied 
to ships of all types. 


ly, and apart from all the protective measures which had 

been enforced upon us, I sought for a means of retaliation. 
In September I had raised discussion at the Admiralty about the 
launching or dropping of fluvial mines in the Rhine. It seemed to 
me that the proper retort for indiscriminate sinkings by mines at 
the mouths of the British harbours was a similar and if possible 
more effective mining attack upon the Rhine. 

The War Cabinet liked this plan. In conjunction with the Air 
Ministry we developed a plan for mining the Ruhr section of the 
Rhine by discharge from airplanes. All this was in November, and 
we could not be ready before March. It is always agreeable in 
peace or war to have something active coming along on your side.

tons, sailing independently, was sunk by the Graf Spee off 

Pernambuco. The news electrified the Admiralty. It was 
the signal for which we had been waiting. A number of hunting 
groups were immediately formed, comprising all our available 
aircraft-carriers, supported by battleships, battle-cruisers, and 
cruisers. Each group of two or more ships was judged to be 
capable of catching and destroying a pocket battleship. 

In all, during the ensuing months the search for two raiders 
entailed the formation of nine hunting-groups, comprising twenty- 
three powerful ships. We were also compelled to provide three 
battleships and two cruisers as additional escorts with the impor- 
tant North Atlantic convoys. 

At this time it was the prime objective of the American Gov- 
ernment to keep the war as far from their shores as possible. On 
October 3 delegates of twenty-one American republics, assem- 
bled at Panama, decided to declare an American Security Zone, 
proposing to fix a belt of from three hundred to six hundred miles 
from their coasts within which no warlike act should be com- 
mitted. We were anxious to help in keeping the war out of Ameri- 
can waters—to some extent, indeed, this was to our advantage.

I therefore hastened to inform President Roosevelt that, if Ameri- 
ca asked all belligerents to respect such a zone, we should im- 
mediately declare our readiness to fall in with their wishes—sub- 
ject of course to our rights under international law. We should not 
mind how far south the Security Zone went, provided that it was 
effectively maintained. We should have found great difficulty in 
accepting a security zone which was to be policed only by some 
weak neutral; but if the United States Navy was to take care of it 
we should feel no anxiety.

were cruising along the South American coast, the better we 
should be pleased; for the German raider which we were hunting 
might then prefer to leave American waters for the South African 
trade route, where we were ready to deal with him. But ifa surface 
raider operated from the American Security Zone or took refuge 
in it we should expect either to be protected, or to be allowed to 
protect ourselves, from the mischief which he might do.

to draw the hunt in that direction, her Captain—Langsdorff, a 
high-class person—promptly doubled back and, keeping well south 
of the Cape, re-entered the Atlantic.

It was by no means clear to the Admiralty whether in fact one 
raider was on the prowl or two, and exertions were made, both in 
the Indian and Atlantic Oceans.

cial care and duty had been to cover British shipping off the 

River Plate and Rio de Janeiro. He was convinced that sooner 
or later the Spee would come towards the Plate, where the richest 
prizes were offered to her.

Although she was over 3,000 miles away 
he assumed that the Spee would come towards the Plate. He esti- 
mated with luck and wisdom that she might arrive by the 13th. 
He ordered all his available forces to concentrate there by Decem- 
ber 12. Alas, the Cumberland was refitting at the Falklands; but on 
the morning of the 13th Exeter, Ajax and Achilles were in company 
at the centre of the shipping routes off the mouth of the river.

Sure enough, at 6.14 a.m., smoke was sighted to the east. The 
longed-for collision had come. 

Harwood in the Ajax, disposing his forces so as to attack the 
pocket battleship from widely-divergent quarters and thus con- 
fuse her fire, advanced at the utmost speed of his small squadron. 
Captain Langsdorff thought at the first glance that he had only to 
deal with one light cruiser and two destroyers, and he too went 
full speed ahead; but a few moments later he recognised the qual-

ity of his opponents, and knew that a mortal action impended. 
The two forces were now closing at nearly fifty miles an hour. 
Langsdorff had but a minute to make up his mind. His right 
course would have been to turn away immediately so as to keep his 
assailants as long as possible under the superior range and weight 
of his 11-inch guns, to which the British could not at first have 
replied. He would thus have gained for his undisturbed firing the 
difference between adding speeds and subtracting them. He 
might well have crippled one of his foes before any could fire at 
him. He decided on the contrary to hold on his course and make 
for the Exeter. The action therefore began almost simultaneously 
on both sides. 

Commodore Harwood’s tactics proved advantageous. The 8- 
inch salvoes from the Exeter struck the Spee from the earliest 
stages of the fight. Meanwhile the 6-inch cruisers were also hitting 
hard and effectively. Soon the Exeter received a hit which, be- 
sides knocking out B turret, destroyed all the communications on 
the bridge, killed or wounded nearly all upon it, and put the ship 
temporarily out of control. By this time however the 6-inch 
cruisers could no longer be negiected by the enemy, and the Spee 
shifted her main armament to them, thus giving respite to the 
Exeter at a critical moment. The German battleship, plastered 
from three directions, found the British attack too hot, and soon 
afterwards turned away under a smoke-screen with the apparent 
intention of making for the River Plate. Langsdorff had better 
have done this earlier. 

After this turn the Spee once more engaged the Exeter, hard hit 
by the 11-inch shells. All her forward guns were out of action. 
She was burning fiercely amidships and had a heavy list. Captain 
Bell, unscathed by the explosion on the bridge, gathered two or 
three officers round him in the after control-station, and kept his 
ship in action with her sole remaining turret until at 7.30 failure of 
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pressure put this too out of action. He could do no more. At 7.40 
the Exeter turned away to effect repairs and took no further part 
in the fight. 


HE Ajax and Achilles, already in pursuit, continued the 
action in the most spirited manner. The Spee turned all 
her heavy guns upon them. By 7.25 the two after-turrets in 

the Ajax had been knocked out, and the Achilles had also suffered 

damage. These two light cruisers were no match for the enemy in 
gun-power, and finding that his ammunition was running low, 

Harwood in the Ajax decided to break off the fight till dark, when 

he would have better chances of using his lighter armament 

effectively, and perhaps his torpedoes. He therefore turned away 
under cover of smoke, and the enemy did not follow. This fierce

end twenty minutes. During all the rest 
of the day the Spee macc for Montevideo, the British cruisers 
hanging grimly on her heels with only occasional interchanges of 
fire. Shortly after midnight the Spee entered Montevideo and lay 
there repairing damage, taking in stores, landing wounded, tran- 
shipping personnel to a German merchant ship, and reporting to 
the Fuehrer. Ajax and Achilles lay outside, determined to dog her 
to her doom should she venture forth. Meanwhile on the night of 
the 14th the Cumberland, which had been steaming at full speed 
from the Falklands, took the place of the utterly crippled Exeter. 
The arrival of this 8-inch gun cruiser restored to its narrow bal- 
ance a doubtful situation. 

During the afternoon of the 17th the Spee transferred more 
than seven hundred men, with baggage and provisions, to the 
German merchant ship in the harbour. Shortly afterwards Ad- 
miral Harwood learnt that she was weighing anchor. At 6.15 p.m., 
watched by immense crowds, she left harbour and steamed slowly 
seawards, awaited hungrily by the British cruisers. At 8.54 p.m., 
as the sun sank, the Ajax’s aircraft reported: “Graf Spee has 
blown herself up.” 

Langsdorff was broken-hearted by the loss of his ship. In spite 
of the full authority he had received from his Government, he 
wrote on December 19: 

“I can now only prove by my death that the Fighting Services 
of the Third Reich are recy to die for the honour of the flag. I 


alone bear the responsibility for scuttling the pocket battleship 
Admiral Graf Spee. 1 am happy to pay with my life for any possi- 
ble reflection on the honour of the flag. I shall face my fate with 
firm faith in the cause and the future of the nation and of my 
Fuehrer.” That night he shot himself. 

Thus ended the first surface challenge to British trade on the 
oceans. 

As soon as the news arrived of the end of the Spee, I was im- 
patient to bring our widely-scattered hunting-groups home. The 
Spee’s auxiliary, the Altmark, was however still afloat, and it was 
believed that she had on board the crews of the nine ships which 
had been sunk by the raider. 

The effects of the action off the Plate gave intense joy to the 
British nation and enhanced our prestige throughout the world. 
The spectacle of the three smaller British ships unhesitatingly at- 
tacking and putting to flight their far more heavily gunned and 
armoured antagonist was everywhere admired. The impression 
was exhilarating, and lightened the dreary and oppressive winter 
through which we were passing. 


N December 23 the American Republics made a formal 
O protest to Britain, France and Germany about the action 
off the River Plate, which they claimed to be a violation of 
the American Security Zone. It also happened about this time that 
two German merchant ships were intercepted by our cruisers near 
the coast of the United States. President Roosevelt reluctantly 
complained about these vexations near the coasts of the Western 
Hemisphere; and in my reply I took the opportunity of stressing 
the advantages which our action off the Plate had brought to all 
the South American Republics. Their trade had been hampered 
by the activities of the German raider and their ports had been 
used for his supply ships and information centres. By the laws of 
war the raider had been entitled to capture all merchant ships 
trading with us in the South Atlantic, or to sink them after provid- 
ing for their crews; and this had inflicted grave injury on Ameri- 
can commercial interests, particularly in the Argentine. The South 
American Republics should greet the action off the Plate as a de- 
liverance from all this annoyance. This relief should be highly 
valued by the South American States, who might now in practice 
enjoy for a long period the advantages of a security zone of three 
thousand, rather than three hundred, miles. 

I could not forbear to add that the Royal Navy was carrying a 
very heavy burden in enforcing respect for international law at 
sea. The presence of even a single raider in the North Atlantic 
called for the employment of half our battle-flect to give sure pro- 
tection to the world’s commerce. The unlimited laying of mag- 
netic mines by the enemy was adding to the strain upon our flotil- 
las and small craft. If we should break under this strain, the South 
American Republics would soon have many worse worries than 
the sound of one day’s distant seaward cannonades; and in quite a 
short time the United States would also face more direct cares.

AN AVERAGE CITY GETS A BY-NO-MEANS AVERAGE SYSTEM 


One day next month the four seniors above 
will step across the stage of the Allentown, Pa. 
high school and pick up diplomas for the four 
different courses they studied. In the next few 
weeks a million American boys and girls wear- 
ing similar confident smiles will do the same. 
There should be more because another half mil- 
lion started high school but failed to finish. In 
some parts of the U.S. fewer than half of those 
who start high school finish it, and the average 
for the country as a whole is only two thirds. 
But in Allentown four out of five students en- 
tering high school stick it out to graduation. 
This is a rewarding thing not only for the

students but for the town itself. Half a dozen 
years ago Allentown, which is an average kind 
of industrial city, had an average school sys- 
tem. It was about as good as the next town’s. 
But Allentown's citizens learned that this was 
not good enough. The man who showed them 
was Fred W. Hosler, who was hired as superin- 
tendent of schools in 1942. Finding Allentown 
friendly but apathetic, he started a campaign to 
stir up interest. He made speeches at lunches 
and parents’ meetings, bombarded the citizens 
with printed pamphlets, picture books and even 
comic strips about what the schools were and 
what they should be. By 1945 he was able to 


push through a $3 million bond issue for school 
building and repair. The parents found them- 
selves involved in school activities (pp. 118- 
119). The young children (pp. 120-121) and 
older ones (pp. 122-123) found their special 
needs taken care of. Teachers began to regard 
Allentown as adesirable place to work (pp. 124— 
125) and the faculty took on new quality 

Today the Allentown school system is well 
above average. This is a commentary on the en- 
terprise of Allentown. But the fact that most of 
the U.S. public-school systems do not come up 
to Allentown’s is another kind of commentary 
on the people of the world’s richest country.

STUDENTS ARE TRAINED FOR THE 


In the years before the war there was a definite stigma attached to voca- 
tional training, which was often regarded as a last resort for backward stu- 
dents. But many educators now are beginning to consider vocational train- 
ing desirable. They point out that high schools which treat all students 
like college material are unrealistic; only one in five goes on to college. 
And of U.S. jobholders today rely on manual and technical skills. 

Most of the jobs in Allentown call for skilled or semiskilled labor, so 
Allentown's schools have a highly developed set of vocational courses. 
Since most students will live in the city after they graduate, the cour 
train them in local industries. To keep up-to-date on what Allentown’s 
industries need, the school’s vocational director makes regular rounds 
of the town’s employers so he can plan courses and advise students. 
The students decide on their final courses after three years of “explo 
tion” in junior high schools, where they get general academic subjects 
and a smattering of simple vocational work. In the ninth grade they go 
over their records and aptitude tests with a teacher-consultant. If they 
decide to try for college, he tells them how to go about it. If they want to 
take up business or technical vocational work, he outlines a program for 
them. If they do not want to do either, he sets up a practical curriculum

Stopped by a policeman once, Ahbez explained calmly, “I look crazy 
but I’m not. And the funny thing is that other people don’t look crazy 
but they are.” The cop thought it over. “You know, bud, you're right,” 
he said. “If anyone ever gives you any trouble, just let me know.” 

Bizarre as he is, Ahbez was equally unorthodox in the way he mar- 
keted Nature Boy. He simply walked into a theater where syrup-voiced 
Nat (“King”) Cole was appearing. Cole would not see him, so he handed 
the manuscript to the doorman and vanished. A few frantic weeks 
later, Cole managed to find Ahbez, quickly made the song’s first—and 
best—recording before the Petrillo ban. Some of its words: 

There was a boy, a very strange, enchanted boy, 

They say he wandered very far . . . over land and sea. ... 
This he said to me: 

The greatest thing you'll ever learn 

Is just to love and be loved in return.* 

Ahbez, who signs his name in small letters because he says God 
alone is entitled to capitals, first saw his present wife, Anna Jacobson, 
in a cafeteria, followed her to a streetcar and frightened her by pre- 
senting her with a slip of paper bearing his name and address. For- 
tunately for Ahbez, Miss Jacobson was also both a mystic and a vege- 
tarian. She got in touch with him and they were married. The day he 
proposed he found $261.67 in a rubbish heap. Since his windfall in Tin 
Pan Alley, Ahbez now is bothered with money worries. “It’s not so 
much what you want,” Ahbez says, as he stares into the unaccustomed 
face of success. “It’s keeping away from the things you don’t want.”:

The Case for 
WARREN 


His record of nonpartisanship 
and his capacity for growth in 


office win the independent voters 
by IRvING STONE 


WO Democratic governors last week nominated Earl Warren, the 

Republican governor of California, for the presidency. Governor 

Herbert B. Maw of Utah said, “If the Republican party is smart it will 
give serious consideration to Earl Warren's candidacy for the presidency. 
It will not get a more capable man.” Governor Vail Pittman of Nevada said, 
"have come to love him as a good Democrat. The Republicans are going to 
have to nominate someone, and I hope to God it’s Governor Warren.” 

Both governors spoke in the jovial vein typical of American banquets at 
the Western governors’ convention in Sacramento. But they also spoke in 
the new atmosphere of good-neighborliness and regional harmony that has 
prevailed in the Western Conference of Governors since Earl Warren led in 
reactivating that group during wartime. 

More significantly they spoke the minds of thousands of Democrats west 
of the Mississippi River. In a great arc around the West many realistic Dem- 
ocrats expect to see a Republican in the White House in 1949. And if the 
next president must be Republican, they prefer Ear! Warren. 

How does this happen? Warren looks like a Republican; in matters of na- 
tional politics he talks and acts like one; by the facts of registration he is a 
Republican. Yet his record in California, where he is the choice of all parties, 
shows that he is something more than a party-liner—and it is that “some- 
thing more,” that quality of going above politics, which has won him the 
respect and regard of millions of voters. Whenever he has taken an office he 
has always performed as the servant of all the people. In California his non- 
partisanship is an abiding reality, not a pose suddenly assumed in election 
campaigns. 

Over the years he has thus built up a great reservoir of public confidence 
in his honesty, his integrity and fairness. In California he is criticized only 
by a few arch-Tories in his own party, by a scattering of would-be partici 
pants in a spoils system that he has refused to set up, and by a group of left- 
ists without power. To the great majority of Californians, both Republicans 
and Democrats alike, Warren is a fine governor and a good, conscientious, 
sincere man. 

During the 13 years that he was district attorney of Alameda County, no 
case that Warren tried was reversed by a higher court. No complaint was 
ever lodged against his methods by the vigilant American Civil Liberties 
Union. He prosecuted only when he had to and when his evidence was com- 
plete. “I never heard a jury bring in a verdict of guilty,” says Warren, “but 
that I felt sick at the pit of my stomach.” 

For he is without rancor, without the tensions of burning ambition, with- 
out bitterness in the defeats that must come to everyone. Even his political 
adversaries not only respect him but like him. Democratic Governor Cul- 
bert Olson, whom Warren defeated in the hot campaign of 1942, s 
“Earl Warren has grown amazingly with the passage of the years.

THE AUTHOR: IRVING STONE 


Irving Stone, writer and journalist, is best 
known for his biographical novels, which 
have been steady best-sellers. He was born 
in San Francisco in 1903, took an A.B. at 
the University of California and an A.M.

W. Kenny, Democratic attorney general during Warren’s first term 
and whom Warren defeated for the governorship in 1946, says, “He 
is delightful to work with, and his appointments are 98% excellent.” 
Warren’s good friend, Harold Stassen, says, “Earl Warren comes 
up on the right side of all human issues.” 

His personality and methods are bland; when he loses an issue he 
remains friends with the men who defeated him, although they 
know that he is a persistent fighter who will be back again next week 
or next year. When he took over the governorship California boiled 
with feuds, strikes, social and political war. Warren cooled off the 
caldron. Ever since he has steadily removed sources of infection, 
pacifying, healing, strengthening the state. 

A few weeks ago he sent his annual budget to the legislature, ask- 
ing for almost a billion dollars for state expenditures—the largest 
state appropriation in the Union. The assembled legislators, most 
of them conservatives, hardly blinked as Governor Warren read his 
message asking for $100 million for education, for public health, for 
roads, for child centers and hospitals, in what is probably the most 
vigorously progressive and far-seeing state program in America to- 
day. The legislature passed Warren’s budget because they knew 
that it is scientifically constructed, without a dollar for pork. 

The outstanding characteristic of Warren's governmental ther- 
apy is a distrust of power; he believes in government by law and not 
by executive decree. In this belief he contrasts strongly with a num- 
ber of his predecessors in the governorship, who were advocates of 
the “strong executive” theory. California has rewarded him for this 
distaste of controls; he is the first Republican since Hiram Johnson, 
in 1915, to be re-elected governor and only the third to be re-elected 
in the century of the state’s history. Yet he has no personal machine 
and makes no effort to control the Republican organization. “No 
man can do his job as governor,” says Warren, “and run a political 
machine at the same time.” 

Thus he has come to have the most completely nonpartisan rec- 
ordon the American scene. When heran for attorney general in 1938, 
he filed on the Republican, Democratic and Progressive tickets, a le- 
gal practice followed by all California candidates. Warren received 
the nominations of all three parties, and that was the end of the elec- 
tion. In 1946 he again was nominated by both parties in the prima- 
ry, with almost as many Democrats voting for him as Republicans. 


Mr. District Attorney 


HAT are the roots of Warren’s vision and courage? Earl War- 

ren is the son of Methias Warren, who was brought to the U.S. 
from Norway as a babe in arms. Neither Methias nor his elder broth- 
er was strong physically, but they worked the harvests of Iowa and 
Minnesota. When Methias was 19 and his brother 21 they landed in 
Chicago broke; then his brother died of tuberculosis. Methias War- 
ren remained convinced to the end of his life that his brother’s life 
could have been saved if they had had money for doctors and hospi- 
tals. To young Earl he said over and over again “Son, never let your- 
self be caught broke.” 

Methias married a young girl in Minneapolis. Her name was Crys- 
tal Hernland, and her parents had brought her from Sweden as an 
infant. After the birth of their first child, a daughter, the family 
moved to Los Angeles for Methias’ health. Here Earl was born on 
March 19, 1891. Methias got a startin the shops of the Southern Pa. 
cific Railroad and soon became a skilled car repairman. 
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FAMILY PORTRAIT taken in 1894 shows Warren, his parents and his sis- 
ter Ethel. His mother died eight years ago, his father was murdered in 1938. 


WARREN conrinueo 


In 1894 when Eugene V. Debs called the American Railway Un- 
ion strike, Methias Warren went out with his union. The contest 
was won, but Methias lost his job. He moved to Bakersfield to work 
there on the Southern P nd in time became foreman of the 
repair shops and then master car repairman for the entire division, 
Out of his savings Methias built a five-room bungalow near the 
yards for his family. But although Earl grew up on the wrong ie 
of the tracks, his childhood was happy. He was a norma, a 
boy who spent most of his time outdoors, In the backyard he ioe 
chickens, rabbits, dogs and a burro called Jack, which carried him 
over the mountains around Bakersfield. 

Methias Warren never forgot that he had lost his brother be- 
cause he did not have money; he became incapable of spen 
dollar on himself. Mrs. Warren and her two children had ev 
thing they needed, but the house was run under an austere e 
omy. When Earl was attending high school and wanted to work in 
the railroad yards during the summer, his father extracted two 
promises from him: ‘Earl, you must give me your word of honor 
that you will put your earnings in a bank account and that when 
the summer is over you will go back to school.” 

Tn the fall of 1908 young Earl went to the Uni 
fornia as a prelegal student. He Il and skinny, 5 feet 1] inches 
in height, weighing only 130 pounds. He went to live at La Junta 
Club, which shortly after became the Sigma Phi fraternity; here he 
filled out his big frame. He took his B. Li in 1912, his doctor of jur- 
isprudence degree in 1914, 

After graduation Warren spent three years clerking in a law 
office in San Fran o. He was drafted in 1917 and emerged after 
the Armistice as a lieutenant, but without overseas service. At this 
point he made the critical decision of his life: he could return to 
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MRS. WARREN likes flower-arranging, interior decorating, cooking. She is 
charming and efficientas an official hostess, buther main interests aredomestic, 
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the private practice of the law or he could go into public service. 
The judiciary committee of the California state legislature, meeting 
in Sacramento, had a clerk’s job open, and Lawyer Warren took it, 

He was well liked by the state officials, and when Oakland needed 
a deputy city attorney, Warren got the job. He took an Oakland 
apartment with a former classmate from law school and the fol- 
lowing year became a deputy district attorney for Alameda County. 
By 1923 he was chief rept, and two years later when the dis- 
trict attorney resigned, Earl Warren was appointed his successor. 

Earl Warren now made the second important decision of his 
life; some two years before he had met a charming young widow 
with a 4-year-old son. Like Earl’s mother, Nina Palmquist had been 
brought to the U.S. from Sweden when only 8 months old. Nina 
was a quiet, well-poised woman with a beautiful figure and a sym- 
pathetic manner. Fal Warren, now 34, hard and lean, stood 6 feet 
one inch and weighed 200 pounds. After deciding that six children 
would make an ideal family ("We wanted three girls for Earl and 
three boys for me,” says Nina Warren), they celebrated his ap- 
pointment as district attorney by being married. 


Legal laboratory 


FEW months later Earl Warren ran for district attorney. “I 
managed to win the election by meeting and talking to more 
voters than any candidate had ever talked with before,” he si 
He was elected district attorney of Alameda County twice again. 
His office was a legal laboratory: he prosecuted the murderers, 
bootleggers, gamblers and petty criminals who bob up in such sea- 
rt towns as Oakland and Alameda, and he had a front-row seat 
irom which to observe the workings of city and county govern- 
ment. What he saw shocked him: city commissioners pocketing 
thousands of dollars from the paving funds; sheriffs grafting on a 
vast scale from bootleggers, prostitutes and dope peddlers; bail- 
bond brokers splitting their profits with police officers. Not content 
with throwing the rascals out, Warren spent his spare hours lec- 
turing civic groups, showing them what happens to free, popular 
government when the voters grow careless and indifferent. 

Earl and Nina’s home life was happy. In 10 years the Warrens 
fulfilled their complement of three daughters and two more sons. 
Their modest home had to be run economically; Nina Warren did 
much of her own housework. Governor Warren says, “I never 
brought the subject of crime or criminals into my home. Nor did I 
allow officials or businessmen to come there in the evening. If the 
matter were of sufficient importance, they could telephone me at 
any hour and I would dress and go down to my office.” 

Serious accusations were made against him in only two of his 
hundreds of cases. When he first took office in 1925 he found that 
the Ku Klux Klan had elected a sheriff and a considerable part of 
the city council of Oakland and that these men were in conspiracy 
with the large paving companies to defraud the city government. 
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The new laundry and dishwashing machines 
are fully automatic.

Warren indicted the ring on criminal charges. The indicted paviny 
contractors resolved not to give one word of testimony to the gran 
jer. Warren said, ‘The people must be aroused!” and so he re- 
leased to the reporters every day the evidence presented by de- 
frauded citizens. The contractors alleged that Warren was releasing 
this grand-jury testimony illegally, but Warren, reading the stat- 
ute, “. . . members of the grand jury may not disclose evidence,” 
pointed out that this did not bar the district attorney from such 
disclosures. The conspirators were convicted, 

The second case involved the murder of George Alberts, chief 
engineer on the Point Lobos, while the ship ote in Alameda. 
It took Warren six months to collect his evidence. He indicted 
three officials and one “‘fingerman” of the Marine Firemen, Oilers, 
Watertenders and Wipers Association for the conspiracy to mur: 
der the engineer. The C.1.0. set up a cry, claiming that Warren was 
trying to smash the union. During the trial Harry Bridges threw 
1,000 pickets around the courthouse and, in the later stages, some 
4,000 pickets. Yet two of the men confessed to participating in 
beating the engineer. Since the four had not committed the actual 
murder, Warren asked and secured a second-degree verdict rather 
than capital punishment. Former Attorney General Kenny says to- 
day, “The union officials told [the murderer] to beat the engineer 
within an inch of his life, but he forgot to take a ruler.” 


The capacity for growth 


WO years later Earl Warren’s father was murdered. His moth- 

er had left the Bakersfield home for a visit with Earl's sister in 
Oakland. Methias sat reading the newspaper on the warm summer 
evening. A prowling tramp, crossing the Warren property, saw 
through the open door that Methias was alone, picked up a rusted 
piece of pipe half buried in the ground, crept silently into the house 
and struck the 73-year-old man on the head, killing him. The tramp 
took Methias Warren’s wallet and hurried off, scattering the papers 
from the billfold on the street as he ran. Itinerants are the most 
difficult of all criminals to track down; the murder remains un- 
solved to this day. 

Warren was district attorney for 13 years. The office was a 
testing ground, trying him daily in responsibility, teaching him 
wisdom about the relationships of man to man and man to society. 
He grew steadily; it was the widespread recognition of his growth 
which made his election as attorney general in 1938 an act of 
electoral unanimity. 

On his first day in the state capital as attorney general, War- 
ren got to the office at 9 o'clock. He found two telephone messages. 
One informed him that the retiring governor’s personal secretary 
had been selling pardons to San Quentin and Folsom prisoners on

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a cash basis. The second said that the same secretary had been 
appointed to the California bench by the governor on the night be- 
fore. Fifteen minutes later Warren had the secretary in his office 
and was taking the deposition which not only kept him off the 
bench but led to his conviction. 

For the first yearanda half Attorney General Warren and the new 
Democratic governor, Culbert Olson, worked well together. At the 
fall of France in June 1940 both officials began to concentrate on 
the potential defense of the state. The two men soon came into con- 
flict, Governor Olson wanted the power to rule by executive decree; 
he felt that Attorney General Warren hindered him by challenging 
the legality of his acts, Warren held fast to his concept of govern- 
ment-by-law. Both men were sincere. Soon Olson began by-passing 
the attorney general’s office. 

This left Warren with little to do except to attack the gambling 
syndicates. By spring of 1941 the attorney general had worked him- 
self out of a job. Governor Olson continued to ignore the office; the 
capital was in a state of grinding friction between the executive and 
legislative branches of the government. One afternoon, after days 
of painful thumb-twiddling, Warren picked up his hat and walked 
home fast. To his wife he said, “Nina, I never thought of myself as 
governor. I don’t want to be governor. But I might just as well be 
out altogether as sit in the attorney general's office with no job to 
do.” 

Earl Warren dug into his savings, posted $200 as his filing fee on 
the Republican ticket and another $200 as his filing n the Dem- 
ocratic ticket. Los Angeles Republican leaders decided his cause 
was hopeless and concentrated instead on electing a Republican 
legislature. But Warren got into his car and traveled thousands of 
miles over the state, covering all the dirt roads and inland commu- 
nities, handshaking tens of thousands of Californians. He defeated 
the incumbent Olson by almost 350,000 votes. 


War governor 


became governor of California in January 1943. The war 
boom was on. Some three million people were pouring into 
the state to man the huge new factories and till the fields. Millions 
more in the armed services were stationed and trained in California 
and embarked from its ports. The facilities for housing, education, 
public health and law enforcement bulged past the breaking point. 
‘The tasks of a peacetime governor were multiplied a thousandfold. 
Despite the pressures Earl Warren restored tranquillity between 
the executive and legislative branches. He streamlined the business 
structure of the state. He cut taxes, raised old-age pensions, insti- 
tuted industrial safety measures, started thoroughgoing reforms in 
the prison system, set up a superb public-health program. He ex- 
panded recreational facilities and child-care centers, increased ap- 
propriations for education. Strikes fell off sharply. The rank and 
file of labor has always backed him. 
For five years the capital at Sacramento has operated in an aura 
of goodwill. A Republican himself, the governor never lets anyone’s 
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in great profusion in Hawaii, where they grow 
under natural conditions ‘at a fraction of what it 
costs to produce the less hardy hothouse variety.

he becomes ill he can have doctors, hospitals, the best medicines?” 
And he prepared a bill to implement this idea. 

The California Medical Association fought the bill bitterly, quin- 
tupled its dues and sent to Sacramento a highly paid lobby. War- 
ren’s program was defeated. But he then guided through the legis- 
lature a substitute bill giving workingmen approximately the same 
compensation for unemployment through sickness that they would 
get for unemployment through lack of jobs. 

Warren’s second major contest as governor resulted from his 
proposal that 3¢ a gallon be added to California’s very low tax on 
gasoline, the money to be used to build new roads and to make saf- 
er the congested main arteries. The oil companies fought him on 
the grounds that added taxes meant a lower sale of gasoline. 
The weight of public opinion—and his own stubborn conviction— 
pushed Warren’s gas tax, now cut to 1/4¢ a gallon, through the leg- 
islature. 

What kind of president would Earl Warren make? As has been 
his habit during his 25 years as an executive, he would diligently 
search for the ablest men available. There would be a refreshing 
absence of yesmen, poker cronies and party hacks. He would work 
well with his appointees. 

Because of his Western vantage point, Governor Warren has a 
firm grip on the realities of China, Japan and the Far East and a 
true measure of the broad economic future of the Orient. He says. 
There are more than a billion people in the Pacific Basin and the 
Far East who can be encouraged toward peaceful relations—people 
striving for better standards of living, people in search of friends. 
We have every reason to develop such friendships.” 

Warren would conduct the federal government on an austere 
plane. He does not believe in debt. 

He has made no effort to secure the Republican nomination, nor 
has he allowed anyone to build an organization for him or collect 
funds. He “Thave made a distinction between a willingness to 

serge ifcalledcupan'to jsexyo‘ani «position ol'icing aniactlyotcan: 
didate, which would take me away from my job as governor and re- 
quire me to solicit campaign funds.” 

Farl Warren has demonstrated the all-important capacity for 
growth in public service at levels of increasingly greater responsi- 
bility. He has a sane, middle-of-the-road approach to economic and 
social problems. His inexperience in foreign affairs may be bal- 
anced by his concurrence in the overwhelming majority opinion of 
Americans—that the U.S. has a permanent role in world affairs. He 
has had no isolationism to recant; his judgment of foreign affairs 
has suffered no dramatic reverses. 

Today Earl Warren is 57 years old, just coming into the peak of 
his experience and mental power. As a man of large family and 
without independent wealth, he is closely identified with the prob- 
lems of the great middle-class bulk of the U.S. population. He has 
lived an impeccable public and private life; he hates corruption and 
waste in government; his administration would be rigorously hon- 
est. He has a deep social conscience, for he does not believe that he 
is his brother's keeper but rather his brother's friend.

FOUR DAYS OF FREE AND LAVISH FESTIVITY REOPEN A HISTORIC SOCIETY RESORT 


Over the winter Robert B. Young of the Chesapeake and Ohio Railroad was 
busy at his regular job of being publicly discontented with all other U.S. rail- 
roads. With the coming of spring he rested and turned to lighter things. To 
open his newly redecorated Greenbrier Hotel at White Sulphur Springs, 
W.Va. he threw the most lavish on-the-house houseparty of the century for 
300 guests. During the long weekend (April 15 to 18) the hotel register read 
like a sampling of the Social Register, Dun & Bradstreet’s and the Congres- 
sional Directory. Among the names listed were those of the Duke and Duch- 
ess of Windsor, Banker Winthrop Aldrich, Senators Tobey and Lucas and 
Presidential Adviser Clark Clifford. There were many Astors, Vanderbilts, 
and Biddles. From the entertainment world came Bing Crosby and J. Ar- 


thur Rank, as well as Cafe Society Reporters Elsa Maxwell and Igor Cassini. 
Guests played golf on the hotel’s three courses, horsebacked over 250 miles 
of trails, strolled on 31 miles of carpet to admire the hotel's lush décor, 
danced to Meyer Davis’ society orchestra, consumed $3,000 worth of cham- 
pagne. But they drank very little purgative water from White Sulphur Spring. 

‘The Greenbrier has a reputation as a resort for the rich and great which 
goes back to before Civil War. It was sold by the C & O in 1942 for $6 mil- 
Tion and used as an Army hospital, then bought back again in January 1947 for 
$4 million. Another $4.2 million was spent to refurbish it. On top of that Mr. 
Young's houseparty came to $65,000. But money appears to have been well 
spent.
